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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 20 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 20 and 27, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 19, 23- are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wilson PG-PUB 20030219019. 

Re Claims 19, 26, Wilson teaches a transmitter must align the transmission of 
the IMA frames on all links (a number of transmission lines) to allow the receiver to 
adjust for any differential link delays on any of the links; the receiver measures any 
differential delay by waiting for the IMA frames on each link using the ICP cells (a time 
compensating bit) [0016]. Wilson fails to explicitly teach the G.704 FAS multi-frame. 
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However, one skilled in the art would have been motivated to use known ITU frame 
structure that is available for implementation. Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one ordinary skilled to use a known G.704 to frame the ATM cells. 

Re claims 23, 24, 30, 31, refer to claim 19, wherein the G.704 supports 125us 
frame period. 

Re Claims 25, 32, refer to claim 19, IMA supports TDM bonding at the 
multiplexer. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 21 , 22, 28, 29 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

In combination with claims 1 9 and 21 ; 26 and 28, prior art fails to teach using 
the4 spare bits as link identification bits to compensate for pair crossing.
